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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Vanska et al. (Vanska), US 7,072,672, in view of Delemple et al. (DeTemple), US 
Patent No. 5,572.653. 

Regarding claims 1-15, Vanska discloses a mobile telephone configured with an 
RF-ID tag and an RF-ID reader (see Fig. 1 and col. 3,lines 22-31 and col. 4,line 49- col. 
5,line 30). 

Vanska does not disclose wherein the mobile telephone is configured (and 
method for handling business relations and business activities) to handle business 
relations and business activities, said telephone comprising means for: receiving a 
command from a user via a user interface, acting on said command resulting in an 
activation of a functional unit comprising means for: receiving user commands and data, 
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manipulating said data, storing said data in any of a customer database, a resource 
booking database and a cash register database, presenting output data to the user. 

In a similar field of endeavor, DeTemple discloses handling business relations 
and business activities, said telephone comprising means for: receiving a command 
from a user via a user interface, acting on said command resulting in an activation of a 
functional unit comprising means for: receiving user commands and data, manipulating 
said data, storing said data in any of a customer database that can at least track 
customer/supplier data exchanges and credit/debit amounts, a resource booking 
database that can at least track available business resources and customer requests for 
those resources and a cash register database that can at least track sales and generate 
sales reports, presenting output data to the user (see col. 4,lijnes 15-41 and col. 7,line 
66 to col. 8,lines 35 and lines 67 and col. 9,lines 22-66). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to modify Vanska to include remote electronic information as described in 
DeTemple since the mobile terminal in Vanska includes the RFID and read 
functionalities.
